QRM FROM THE EDITOR 


On November 22, 1969, the final phase of 
incentive licensing arrived. Now there are 
new band edges to watch out for. There 
will be more crowding on the phone bands. 
But that's if you hold a General Class 
license. The latest changes caused the 
Advanced Class no more loss of frequencies. 
The Extra Class just keep operating with 
the same bands as they have always had, but 
with less QRM. The easiest way to forget 
about band edges and QRM is to go for the 


higher class licenses. _There. has, been a 
lot of gripping about incentive licensing, 


but if you held an Amateur Extra license, 
there wouldn't be anything to gripe about 
and with the Advanced license, there would 
be little to gripe about. Some Generals 
grumble about Extras and Advanced operating 
in the high ends of the band with them. 
Remember, the FCC gave them that privilege. 
It's not for the exclusive use of the 
Generals. 


Take a positive approach, study a little, 
and enjoy almost QRM-free operating. 
Amateurs in the Raleigh area have a golden 
opportunity with the license upgrading 
classes every Wednesday night at CD head- 
quarters conducted by Bob Johnson, W4CQJ. 
Bone up on the CW with day and night 
transmissions from WI1AW. It may be hard 
work for some, but once the goal has been 
reached, the whole world looks’ better. 
There is a sense of accomplishment, not 
defeat.

ELECTION RESULTS a3 
PRESIDENT AND SEcReTaRY 


Congradulations to President Ed Alderman 
and Secretary Bob Workman who have been re- 
elected for a new two-year term. 


The Society By-laws state that a vote of 51 
percent of the Full or voting membership 
shall be necessary to constitute a valid 
election of officers. As of the November 
5th meeting, there were 44 Full members in 
the club. Twenty-five Full members were 
present at the meeting and twenty-four 
voted (approximately 55%) thus establishing 
a valid election. There was no opposition 
to either candidate. However the results 
point up the necessity of having as many 
voting members present as possible on 
election night in order to insure that the 
51% mark is reached. 


"Carolinas" CW NET 


Since I have received almost no negative 
comment with respect to the proposal that 
NCN and SCN combine to form a_ single 
section net, I am going to proceed to make 
the changes and rearrangements that will be 
required -- such as choosing a net fre- 
quency, net manager, etc. If there is 
further comment from you, lets have it now 
before it is too late. This change, it is 
hoped, will benefit both State nets by 
making possible fewer missed nets and fill 
the gaps in 4RN representation. 


The significance of the section net as_ the 
basic unit making up the NATIONAL TRAFFIC 
SYSTEM seems to have slipped away from most 
of us. Or, maybe it is the significance of 
the NATIONAL TRAFFIC SYSTEM which is being 
forgotten! The Service affiliated nets 
perform a needed function and by making a 
large amount of gear available (including 
gasoline driven power) have probably 
contributed to a higher total level of 
amateur activity, but it is regretable that 
at the same time a heavy drain is placed on 
the pool of operators and station-hours 
available for this volunteer activity. NTS 
nets cannot offer what amounts to a 
monetary inducement to attract check-ins as 
do the MARS nets. NTS nets can only offer 
the opportunity and satisfaction of con- 
tributing to the maintenance of a volunteer 
message service providing national coverage 
every day of the year.
